Charlevoix county taxpayers paid a little over $400 per month last 
year to. meet the combined loss of the Charlevoix county fair and 
the Irorton Ferry. 

Yronton Ferry operation loss was more than $3,000 and the Seine 
fair around $1,000. 

Ferry income was $7,524.70 and the normal operational cost was 
$10,696.51. 

‘ In actual value to the county we’d say the ferry is head and shoul- 
ders above the county fair. Last year it cost taxpayers about $300 
per day to pick up bills for the 3-day fair. 

The fairground buildings carry $7,800.00 worth of insurance and 
each year it seems that more and more taxpayers feel a fair means 
less to, them, 

It appears that operation of the ferry has the support of all of the 
taxpayers for several reasons. We actually need the transportation; 
it. has county - wide advertising value; many motorists drive into the 
county to take the trip. It is one of a few such ferrys in United 

. States. 

Such value cannot be placed upon the Pare fair. And unless a 
larger majority of taxpayers become more interested in supporting a 
fair or some other attraction through attendance and moral support, 
the day may arrive when the grounds will be closed the year around.

Mr. Healey agreed and he listed the following points. 

That in an earlier hearing of his suit against the city, Circuit Judge 
Brown had suggested that the parties reach a settlement, that he re- 
presenting himself and Mr. Conkle and Mr. Bennett, representing. the 
city had arranged for an escrow agreement whereby a deed from Wil- 
liam and Geraldine Healey together with a stipulation for discontin- 
uance was placed in escrow to be delivered to the city upon payment of 
$2300. This arrangement was never approyed by the council. 

That if a settlement was not reached, he was’going to take his case 
to the Supreme Gourt arid it would cqst the city $2400 to $2500.
